RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 13tli September 19G0 

No. Ch_(l)-7(5)/60. —The question of equitable distribution of available supply 
of Cinema carbons in the country has been under the consideration of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India, and it has now been decided to form a Committee named the 
Cinema Carbons Advisory Committee consisting of the representative of the 
Government of India as Chairman and representatives of the Exhibitors’ Associa¬ 
tion, Cinematographic Suppliers’ Association and the Film Industry. 

The function of the Committee will be :— 

(1) To advise on the fixation and distribution of allocations of cinema 

carbons. 

(2) To make proposals regarding the general policy and procedure for 

allotting quotas to cinema exhibitors and the film industry. 

(3) Generally to advise Government, importers, and the industry on ques¬ 

tions which may arise from time to time.
